Provision is made that the Minister may

RETIREMENT OF OFFICIALS 
The Minister may fix the age limit for the. 


retirement of officials of any particular cfass 
or grade. The declaration of an age limit 
will come into operation six months after it 
is made. An official who has already reached 
the stipulated age at the time the declara- 
tion is made will be deemed for super- 
annuation purposes to have retired with the 
consent of the Minister. Further, the 
Minister is empowered to require an officer 
to resign if he is satisfied that the person 
does not possess the qualification which has 
been declared necessary for the office, either 
before or since his appointment, to be neces- 
sary. For the purpose of superannuation fis 
removal in these circumstances will not be 
regarded as removal for misconduct or in- 
capacity. 

e Minister may amalgamate particular 
major offices, but only if each of the offices 
is vacant, or each is held by the same 
person, or if only one of such offices is not 
vacant the holder consents to the order.

A member of a local authority who fails 
to pay rates for which he is liable will be 
disqualified from membership of the authority. 
He is also disqualified from being elected or 
chosen as a member of such authority. This, 
according to Section 56, will take effect even 
if the rates are advanced or paid to the 
local authorty by the rate collector. Another 
section provides that a sum due to a rate- 
payer by a local authority may be set off 
against rates due. 


SEIZURES FOR RATES 


The existing law with regard to distress for 
rates is simplified by Section 58. " Under the 
new provision a rate collector may, without 
other authority than his warrant, seize goods, 
animals or other chattels, and detain them 
wherever he may think proper, not neces- 
sarily in a pound, for a period of five days, 
when, if the amount is not paid, he may sell 
them by public auction. 

A local authority is empowered to amend 
within the financial year the amount of rates 
levied on any person in respect of mis- 
descriptions, omissions, and other clerical 
errors, occupation of previously unoccupied 
hereditaments, or changes of occupation. 


TRAVELLING EXPENSES 


Among miscellaneous provisions is one 
altering the allowances to members for 
travelling expenses when attending meetings. 
Hitherto allowances were made to members 
only who had attended three-fourths of the 
meetings in any half-year. The bill provides 
that the Council shall defray the expenses of 
locomotion incurred by members in travelling 
to and from meetings of the council or com- 
mittees. The amount shall not exceed the 
amount which would reasonably have been 
incurred in travelling to and from the official 
residence of the member to the place of 
meeting. w

CHARGE UNDER 
EMERGENCY POWERS 
ACT

Said to have told a Civic Guard at, Ash- 
town last Thursday — that he had seen 
two parachutists dropped from an aeroplane 
“near the convent,’’ Patrick Olughan (54), 
building contractor, Parkview Bungalow, 
Navan road, Dublin, was charged before the 
Special Criminal Court at Collins Barracks, 
Dublin, last Saturday, with having, at Ash- 
town on May 3, made a statement to Guard 
Bernard McCormack (192C), having reason- 
able cause to believe that it was bhail to 
mislead the Guard in discharge of his law- 
ful functions in connection with the preser- 
vation of the State and the securing of the 
public safety, in contravention of the pro- 
visions of Article 15 of the Emergency 
Powers Act, 1939. 

The date of the trial was fixed for next 
Thursday, and, on the application of Mr. 
P. F. O'Reilly, solicitor, who appeared for 
him the accused man was allowed bail, him- 
self in £100, and one surety of £50. 

Mr. D. O’Donovan, solicitor (Chief State 
Solicitor’s Office), who prosecuted, said that 
at about 6.30 o’clock on the evening of May 
30, Guard McCormack, when waiting at Ash- 
town for a ‘bus to the city, was told by 
Olughan that he had seen two parachutists 
dropped from an aeroplane a short time 
previously ‘‘near the convent.’’ The Guard 
took that to mean the Dominican Convent 
at Cabra. He asked Olughan was his re- 
port genuine, and Olughan replied that it 
was, He made a report to his authorities 
at Store Street Civic Guard Station, and 
the Station Sergeant immediately circulated 
the information. 

Steps were taken by Gardai and military 
to have the parachutists spremmantes, con- 
tinued Mr. O’Donovan, and, as a result of 
investigations in the course of the search 
for the men, it was found -that the report 
had no foundation in fact. 

- In the meanwhile, the Guards and mili- 
tary—both maintained at the public ex- 
nse—had spent a considerable time in the 
investigation of this false report, and the 
public had been deprived of their services. 
Olughan, concluded Mr. O'Donovan, might 


have actuated by some “aor and mis- 
leading sense of ief in making the re- 
port, but when such happenings were pos- 


sible it might have had serious consequences, 
and quite ibly completely innocent per-

CHEERING CROWD 


“I travelled on the first electric car as a 
schoolboy,’’ he said, ‘‘ and 1 wanted to be on 
the last.” He got his wish, and travelled 
over the first stage before dropping off and 
waving farewell, with a hearty ‘‘ Good 
night—good luck ” from the conductor.

To the strains of “Roll out the barrel ”' 
and great cheering the car proceeded along 
the North Circular road, its progress watched 
by crowds at different points, as well as 
residents from the windows of their houses. 
At Doyle’s Corner there was a gathering 
reminiscent of the football crowds ffom Daly- 
mount Park. There was the familiar rush, 
and a regular mélée took place, while some 
of those aboard wanted to get off.

Its last journey had been 
made and its job done, but the crowd were 
by no means finished with it. “' Let's have a 
souvenir,’ shouted some young chap, and 
inside two minutes the crowd—men, women, 
boys and girls—proceeded to strip it as bare 
of movable fittings as a well-picked bone. 
Electric light bulbs were snapped first, then 
other aos sa articles, the destination boards, 
and finally parts of the windows, and even 
the hair from the cushions. 

One young man, evidently a ae 
in the matter of souvenir-collecting, proceeded 
to drop three of the lengthy inside-cushions 
over the boundary wall and stack them up 
for removal. He was much chagrined when 
some two or three pasengers, who thought 
the line should be drawn somewhere, moved 
the cushions back into the yard.

The day of the Rising of 1916 was for him 
memorable, in that it was the last day he 
worked as an inspector. He was then pro- 
moted and sent back to Donnybrook, where 
he has been the inspector-in-charge ever 
since. “' And one of the best ” was the happy 
description with which a younger conductor 
summed him up. With the passing of the 
Donnybrook tram Inspector Donnelly is 
expecting to be transferred to Dun Laoghaire, 
where, no doubt, he will become quite as 
popular a figure as he has been in other 
areas of his long service.

quently when in 1915, he was appointed 
junior secretary to the National Board. By 
that time his reputation as an educationist 
was very great, and when the Lord Lieutenant 


appointed the Viceregal (Killanin) Committee 
to report.on the fixing of teachers’ salaries 
and conditions of service, Mr. Bonaparte- 
Wyse was one of the first men chosen to 


act on it. Later, in 1920, he played an 
ee part in the negotiations that 
led up to ‘the adoption of a new 


scale of salaries for elementary teachers, 
and in 1921 he was invited to sit on the 
Committee of Inquiry into the educational 
services in Northern Ireland. He was thie 
only Roman Catholic on that Committee. As 
a member of the Committee he gave valuable 
services in the inauguration and development 
of the new educational system. In 1922 he 
accepted thg post of Assistant Secretary to 
the Northern Ireland Ministry, and he was 
appointed in 1928 to the position of Per- 
manent Secretary. He retired last vear and 
came to live in Blackrock, Co. Dublin. 


IN THE NORTH 


Above everything else Mr. Bonaparte-Wyse 
was an educationist, and all his energies were 
devoted to the work he had to do. Teachers 


in the North of Ireland always could ba 
certain of getting from him at least a ís: 
deal. Shortly after he became Permanent 
Secretary he adopted a plan the object of 
which was to foster better relations between 
the teaching profession and the State. Once 
@ quarter, on Saturdays, the teachers’ repre- 
sentatives came to the office of the Ministry 
and sat round a table with Mr. Bonaparte- 
Wyse and his Chief Inspectors to discuss the 
operation of the rules and regulations from 
every possible angle. The result was 
harmony; the teachers always could realise 
that the Ministry was anxious to co-operate 
in the best interests of education. 

Mr. Bonaparte- Wyse was a man of genia! and 
kindly disposition. Everyone who met him 
liked him and desired his friendship. 
Teachers especially could always bring their 
grievances to him with the knowledge that 
they would be received with sympathy. His 
popularity was indicated when, in December, 
1939, he was the recipient of a presentation 
from the teachers of Northern Ireland 
through their Federal Council “‘ in recognition 
of his services to education in Northern 
Ireland from 1922.’’ 

The gift was made at a complimentary 
luncheon in the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, and

Mr. Bonaparte-Wyse was a member of the 
Knights of Malta and of the Royal Irish

three children—Miss Helen Bonaparte-Wr'e 
Mrs. Mary Markham and Mr. W, L. Bona- 
parte- Wyse.

King 
Leopold’s surrender had cut the Allies off 
from Ostend; the Germans had captured 
Boulogne, and were fighting in the streets 
of Calais; only Dunkirk remained, and it 
was virtually surrounded. Even now it 
is difficult to credit the fact that the great 
majority of the British and French troops 
has been withdrawn safely, not, in Mr. 
Eden’s words, ‘‘as a handful of fugitives, 
but as a body of seasoned veterans.”’ Yet 
the fact remains. Those men must have 
fought with almost superhuman bravery. 
They lost enormous quantities of equip- 
ment and material; but they contrived to 
establish a form of bridge-head round 
Dunkirk, and to stave off the German 
attack while their comrades were being 
taken off in small boats from the beaches. 
The water is so shallow on this part of 
the coast that the British Navy could not 
send any of its big ships to the rescue.

mechanised columns. Army, Navy and 
Air Force worked together in perfect 
harmony, with the result that the 
catastrophe which seemed to be almost 
inevitable last week was averted.

alone cannot stand up against steel.” The 
French have established defensive lines 
along the Somme, the Oise and the Aisne. 
They have an army of five million men, 
led by the greatest soldier of our times. 
The Germans may try to smash General 
Weygand’s forces in an effort to take Paris 
before the autumn. They also may try to 
invade England, or at least to destroy the 
moral of the British people by means of 
air attacks. Time will tell. In the 
meanwhile, the issue remains undecided.

Holidays at Home 


This was to have been an annus mirabilis 
for the Irish tourist trade. Last August 
Mr. de Valera’s Government constituted 
a Tourist Board of five members, with the 
right to spend more than half a million 
pounds upon the traffic’s development ; and 
Ireland’s tourist resorts looked forward to 
a happy future.. Then came the war. For 
a while the fate of the Tourist Board and 
everything that it signified hung in the 
balance, until the Government . realised 
that the war not merely would .not affect 
the Irish industry adversely, but actually 
would be the makings of it; for English- 
men, subject to ‘‘black-out’’ and rationing 
regulations at home, would be glad to find 
peace in an Irish holiday. The Tourist 
Board was reconstituted, and, as we under- 
stand, has held sittings during the past 
month or two. Another blow, however, has 
descended. On Saturday night the British 
Home Office declared what amounts to 
a complete ban on holiday-making in 
Ireland. Exit permits for travel from 
Great Britain to Ireland, South or North, 
will be granted only to people who can 
satisfy the authorities that they must make 
the journey on business of national import- 
ance: and no application, the announce- 
ment adds, will.be entertained for journeys 
undertaken for private reasons. The cause 
of this drastic decree is not revealed ; but 
its results, so far as the tourist traffic is 
concerned, are evident. It means the death- 
blow to our hope of a large and wealthy 
stream of visitors from the other side. 
The Northern resorts will suffer at least 
as severely as those below the border; for, 
if the South has been accustomed to enter- 
tain small, but ‘‘expensive,’’ parties, 
mainly bent upon sport, such Northern 
resorts as Bangor and Portrush have 
catered annually for large crowds of 
holiday-makers from Scotland and Northern 
England. Is the tourist traffic of both 
Irish States, then, to collapse? We do not 
think so for a single moment. The decision 
means, surely, that the Tourist Board of 
the twenty-six counties and the correspond- 
ing authorities of Northern Ireland must 
revise their attitude. Forgetting about the 
cross-Channel traffic, they must concen- 
trate upon the provision of holidays in 
Ireland—for [Irish people. Tens of 
thousands of Irish families want summer 
holidays; thousands of those families, 
perhaps, have been accustomed hitherto to 


go across the Channel. This year they will 


be unable to cross the Channel: let us see 
that they can obtain as good a holiday in 
our own island. The Tourist Board must 
direct its appeal not to England and 
Scotland, but to the two Irish States: the 
same must be the policy of the Ulster 
Tourist Development Association. How 
many citizens of the six counties are 
unfamiliar with the beauty and peace of 
a dozen Southern resorts? How many 
citizens of the twenty-six counties are 
unaware that the North possesses at least 
two of the most up-to-date and cheerful 
holiday centres in these islands? There 
is no need for any Irishman—at least, for 
any Irishman who can afford a holiday— 
to dispense with one. We hope that the 
authorities, in view of Saturday night’s 
announcement, will get to work at once.’

What.changes there have been 
in the world since then—and how remote 
does that confidence seem to-day! Not 
only aristocratic privilege, but most of the 
monarchies of Europe, have been swept 
away. Within this century alone the 
crowned heads of Portugal, Greece, Russia, 
Austria, Germany and Spain have been 
banished from their lands. The King 
of Italy has become not merely a symbol 
of monarchy, but a symbol which must 


opinions and outlook of the political party 
in power, while the Belgian Ministers have 
judged that it is “‘impossible’’ for their 
King to reign. The world was a very secure 
place in those far-off days. If Divine right 
had disappeared in Europe, the power of 
kings was still a very considerable influence, 
and a score of monarchs sat securely on 
their thrones. Democracy was moving 
onwards to fulfilment with a serene and 
gentle motion. The American system of 
government may have heen more “ ad- 
vanced ” than that of any other country, 
and M. de Tocqueville may have dreamed 
of a day when no man would have any 
privilege above his neighbour; but little 
did anybody foresee the headlong gallop 
into which democracy so soon was to 
spring. Did it gallop to destruction? That 
question, more than any other, is what 
the world has been asking itself in recent 
years. In the kind of government which 
flourishes to-day in France, and survived 
in Germany until 1932, does efficiency 
become confused by the babel of voices, and 
is the giant of national interest defeated 
by the thousand dwarfish interests of small 
men? Such.has been the claim in many 
countries, until at the present time the 
number of States that have preserved the 
democratic system could be counted almost 
on the fingers of one hand. In its place 
the totalitarian nations have resurrected 
the ancient tribal system of the supreme 
leader, a system which already had been 
found wanting and had been discarded by 
all but the most primitive races; and, if 
the modern leaders do not claim Divine 
right, at least one or two of them claim 
Divine guidance. A hundred years ago 
The Times was not prepared to assent that 
democracy was the inevitable fate of 
society. Perhaps it was right after all; 
for even England and France have had 
to discard the essential principles. Before 
this present war has ended will the 
pendulum swing back over a thousand 
years of human progress and stop there, 
or in that backward swing will it find the 
momentum to carry it several thousand 
years forward? 


Dining Out 


The film has been blamed for many 
things in addition to the corruption of 
the young, but up to the present nobody 
has accused it of having a demoralising 
effect on table manners. Nevertheless, we 
believe that-a verdict of “ Guilty’’ could 
be secured much more easily in this case 
than on any of the other charges. We have 
become inured to the Hollywood-portrayed 
American gentleman's curious inability to 
remove his hat cn entering a room or 
greeting a lady, but we have never over- 
come the queasy feeling which seizes us 
whenever the film Americans are depicted 
at meat. A study of their methods, 
reluctantly undertaken in pursuit of 
knowledge, has convinced us that the 
Yankee who substituted the word ‘‘ Eats”’ 
for “ Restaurant’’ must have been actuated 
by a sense of the fitness of things—the very 
look and sound of the word convey a sugges- 
tion of gluttonous gobbling. In the films 
it is not a case of half-starved ‘‘extras”’ 
trying to make up for lost time with a 
plate. of breakfast food provided by a 
director with a thirst for realism, because 
some of the principal offenders are offend- 
ing principals. Those who believe that 
they have seen and heard the worst that 
can be done with soup should see what 
can be done with it by the Paris editor 
of the New York Erpress in the current 
Sonja Henie picture.  Self-respecting 
journalists, however, may console them- 
selves with the reflection that the soup- 
swilling editor is as fictitious as the 
newspaper to which he is attached, and 
the graceful Sonja will more than com- 
pensate them for their suffering. The 
maltreatment of the bouillon is bad 
enough, but Hollywood’s players can do 
even worse with a plate of ‘‘cereal,’’ using 
the spoon rather in the manner of a shovel 
or other excavating implement. In a 
Gracie Fields film her Uncle Murgatroyd 
gives a somewhat grisly performance with 
a piece of tripe; but tripe is tripe, and 
Gracie’s deplorable relative never pretends 
to be anything but “ plain Lancashire, tha 
knows!” It is a different matter when 
American “ Big Business ’’ proceeds, as in 
two other films now showing, to demonstrate 
its devastating methods at the trough. 
Things might be worse, of course; they 
might have been represented as wrestling 
with spaghetti or disposing of asparagus 
with the ruthless efficiency which 
characterises their business transactions. 
On the legitimate stage the trouble always 
was to give a semblance of reality to a 
synthetic meal, but on the film the air of 
realism 1s positively overwhelming. Never- 
theless, the testimony of Hollywood not- 
withstanding, we refuse to believe that 
decent Americans are the sort of trencher- 
men whose table manners would send a 
shudder through a camp of blubber-eating 
Esquimaux.

Very 
rightly, he was relieved at the eleventh 
hour of the only responsibility in which he 
might conceivably have failed, and has 
complied with a direct order issued by the 
Government. Lord Gort, like the armv 
which he has led, returns to his own 
country with honour, and not only with 
honour, but with new proofs, under the 
sternest of trials, of soldierly determina- 
tion and skill. In time of peace there is 
no appointment equivalent to that which 
Lord Gort has held in France. When he 
was appointed Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff it was clear that he had 
been brought as near as possible to the 
post which an outbreak of war would 
immediately establish and for which he 
was manifestly designated by his qualities 
as a fighting commander. He has most 
amply justified every presumption which 
led to his selection and the confidence 
placed in his leadership by the King, the 
Government, the country, and last, but not 
least, by his own troops. 

From the. beginning of the German 
offensive in the west until now, the 
British army in France has had an 
incredibly difficult and thankless part to 
play, and has played it to perfection. It 
as had to execute, first, a rapid advance, 
accomplished with a precision and a degree 
of immunity to loss that testified 
abundantly to the organisation of the 
force, and then, a series of strategic with- 
drawals imposed upon it, not by any 
reverses on its own front, but by events 
elsewhere, These later mancuvres, which 
would have been beset with the extreme 
danger in any kind of war, were intoler- 
ably complicated by German superiority 
in air strength and machine-power, and 
by the drifting host of refugees which 
clogged all roads. In spite of all, a 
succession of rearward and wheeling 
movements, some of them, as after King 
Leopold’s surrender, exacted at the 
shortest notice, and demanding an equally 
sudden switch of communications, was. so 
condicted as to maintain the British 
Expeditionary Force to the ‘last, almost 
intact, in power and cohesion as a fighting 
body. No commander could have brought 
off such an achievement witliout troops of 
the highest training and discipline, and, 
above all, of superb fighting spirit. Nor 
could any troops have succeeded without 
the utmost courage and coolness in the 
High Command.

R. CHURCHILL is expected to make 
a general statemetit on the war 
situation when the House of Commons 
meets on Tuesday, and it is certain that 
there will be a crowded house. It is 
possible that time will be given for a dis. 
cussion if members so desire, but it is felt 
that the less is said about the situation 
just now the better it will be. There is 
quite a long programme of parliamentary 
business for this week. A number of hills 
will be advanced a stage on Tuesday, 
among them being the Superannuation 
Scheme Bill, which contains a clear 
definition of ‘‘the period of the present 
emergency.” The emergency begins with 
the coming into operation of the Military 
Training Act of 1939, and it will end on a 
date to be fixed by an Order in Council. 
On Wednesday a motion to approve the 
draft regulation for the supplementary old 
age and widow’s pensions will be dis. 
cussed ; it provides for an increase of nine 
and sixpence per week for a single 
pensioner, making the standard pension 
nineteen shillings and sixpence pcr week, 
The standard for a married couple will be 
thirty-two shillings per week, and this may 
be supplemented in the winter. The 
higher payments will take effect on 
August 10. 
Finance Bill will be taken on Thursday 
next 


Sole Buyer of Irish Eggs 


From to-morrow Lord Woolton, as 
Minister of Food, will be the sole buyer in 
Britain of Irish eggs, and thus a new 
departure wil! have been inaugurated. Thie 
details of the system have been worked 
out. this week by the Ministry of Food, 
Instead of eggs flowing from [Trish 
merchants to British merchants, Ireland 
will have a single exporting organisation, 
and this alone will deal with Lord 
Woolton. The egg traders, of course, have 
been represented in the discussions that 
have taken place. Other Irish dairy 
produce and Irish bacon are likely to 
come under a similar arrangement. 
Yesterday, in a grocer’s, I saw eggs from 
the United States of America on sale. I 
do not recall having seen such eggs before, 
but foodstuffs now appear to be coming 
in from all quarters of the globe save 
Europe. 


Expected New Sterling Bloc 

It is hkely that this week will see the 
formation of a sterling franc-belge-cuilder 
bloc. Conversations aimed at bringing it 
about have been taking place during the 
past week in London between British and 
Dutch financial experts. It remains the 
policy of the Dutch Government to leave 
open the doors of its East Indian 
Dominions for commerce with other 
friendly Powers, and it is thought that the 
important trade of the country still can be 
carried on with the United States. and 
possibly with Japan, and even expanded. 
The politica) situation in the East Indies 
has undergone no change as vet, and it is 
expected that it will be maintained. 


Rise in Value of Diamonds 


Some days ago I mentioned that thera 
might be a rise in the value of diamonds. 
It 1s stated now that during the last fort. 
night there has been an increase of nearly 
50 per cent. Stones which fetched £220 a 
carat a fortnight ago are selling at £300 
a carat, and prices may advance still 
further. At a sale of jewels held yester- 
day a. single-stone diamond ring, with 
sapphire-mounted shoulders, fetched £4,000, 
while private buyers were almost as 
numerous as the dealers, and their bidding 
was no less spirited. It is the larger stones 
that are in demand—those weighing from 
five carats upwards. Holders of such 
diamonds can ask almost fancy prices for 
them. It is not only the loss of the Dutch 
diamond-cutting that accounts for the 
sharp increase. Diamonds are a solid 
and easily portable investment, always 
under the control of the owner. They 
know no frontier and they never wear out. 


More Allotments 

The British Ministry of Agriculture is 
about to inaugurate a movement to increase 
the number of allotments in the countrv. 
At the beginning of the war the Minister 
of Agriculture appealed for at least 
another 500,000 allotments, and so far 
about half that number has been added. 
It is hoped that the other 250,000 will be 
secured shortly, in order that sowing may 
be undertaken for next winter’s crop. 
Many of the parks and open spaces in 
the London suburbs now contain allot- 


ments. Suburban householders have traus- 
formed rough ground into promising 
gardens. Potatoes seem to form the bulk 


of the crops, and so far they are doing 
remarkably well. Most allotment holders 
have preferred the early varieties, and 
these are in a forward state, the favourable 
weather conditions having assisted their 
growth. 


Watching the Coast 


Now that the British Coastguard Service 
has been taken over by the Admiralty, the 
patrolling of the shores will be reorganised, 
but it is unlikely that there will be any 


large addition to the paid personnel. In 


all parts of the country local residents who 
know the coast and are acquainted with the 
normal sea traffic along it have offered 
their services for coast-watching duties. 
They will act in much the same way as the 
local defence volunteers who are being 
enrolled for parachute-watching duties 
inland. An advantage of this plan is tha‘ 
no additional accommodation for the coast 
watchers will be required, the volunteers 
continuing to live in their own homes. 
Their hours of duty will be so arranged 
as to interfere as little as possible with 
their norma! activities. 


Distribution of Cheese 


' There is no present intention of ration- 
ing cheese in Great Britain, but, in order 
to avoid uneven distribution, an inquiry 
is being conducted by the Ministry of 
Food. Large stocks are held in this country, 
most of it being of Canadian, Australian 
and New Zealand origin, and the produc- 
tion of English cheese is being expanded. 
It has been found that certain parts ol 
the country have a distinct preference for 
particular kinds of cheese, and steps are 
being taken to-ensure that the distribution 
system shall provide for the sending: of the 
right cheese to each particular neighbour- 
hood. If it should be decided to limit the 
consumption of cheese at a later date, 
provision has been made for doing it by 
means of spare coupons in the ration 
books. 


‘New Cycle Patrols 


Men and women members of some 1,500 
cycling clubs throughout Great Britain 
now have been enrolled, and have begun 
to patrol the country roads. The scheme 
has been organised by the National 
Cyclists’ Union, with the support of the 
War Office and the Ministry of Home 
Security, and the patrols will operate 
from thirty centres, each covering one of 
more counties. Every county Chief 
Constable has been advised of the plan, 
and many of them have written commend- 
ing it. The 1,500 clubs have nearly 30,000 
members, most of whom have been enrolled 
in the new body.

The loss 
to us in equipment and in material has been 
heavy, but there is now another side to this 
picture. The bulk of the B.E.F. has been 
saved, and, quite apart from what the French 
have done for their own forces, we have been 
able to bring tens of thousands of our French 
Allies off with our own men. 

‘‘Nor is the effort ended. Four days ago 
not one of us would have dared to hope that 
the isolated Allies armies could have fought 
their way through the bottle-neck to the 
coast. It is the spirit of the B.E.F. that has 
won through; they have fought their way 
out. 


GERMAN LOSSES 


“All accounts show that the British 
Expeditionary Force attacked and took a toll 
of the enemy greatly in excess of that 
suffered by themselves. On at least two occa- 
sions—at Arras and the Ypres-Comines Canal 
—the losses suffered by the German Army 
were enormous. And so it is that at the last 
the German strategy was foiled, and that in 
spite of the surrender of the Belgian Army 
we fought our way through. 

‘‘TLet us now state the sequence of events. 
On the call of the King of the Belgians the 
British Expeditionary Force advanced into 


Belgium and took - its position on the 
River Dyle. The advance lasted several 
days. 


FIRST PHASE 


“Through events outside our 
Army had to go back in less 


control, our

that time, and, it did so, with little confusion 


and with few losses. Seventy-five miles 
forward, a fight at the end of the advance, 
and seventy-five miles back, gnting all the 
way, all in the space of ten days. ‘hat was 
the first phase of the battle of the ports. 

“It was brilliantly executed. I have a 
report from one division which did not lose a 
single straggler on that 150 miles march. 

"And so the B.E.F. found itself back on the 
Sc-heldt with its strength in men and material 
almost intact. But, meanwhile, the German 
wnechanised columns were pouring through 
the gap to the south, advancing across our 
lines of communication, biting even deeper 
into our back areas. Desperate efforts were 
made to stem them. 


NO SURRENDER 


“Chits sent to France to supply some of 
the much-needed labour behind the lines were 
thrown into the fight, and acquitted them- 
selves splendidly, Others were sent to hold 
the Channel ports in an effort to keep open 
communications with the B.E.F.. The story 
of the battle of Boulogne has already been 
told. 

‘At Calais similar Allied forces: put up 
magnificent resistance. In spite of repeated 
attacks by the enemy and continuous air and 
artillery bombardments our garrison held out 
for several days. A summons to surrender 
was rejected by the British Commander. His 
troops fought on to the end. 3 

‘““\Ve now know from certain information 
which we have received that this gallant 
defence drew off the powerful German 
niechanised forces that must otherwise have 
been free to attack the flank of the B.E.F., 


which was at that time dangerously exposed. 
hile these events were taking place near 
our own shores, our Expeditionary Force was 
fighting for its life in its retreat to Dunkirk. 
Mechanised forces already encircled its 


western flank, and the collapse of the Belgian 
Army left open a wide gap between the 
castern flank and the sea. , 


AN EIGHTY MILES FRONT 


“There was no time to be lost. Divisions 
were moved rapidly to hold the flanks, and 
licavy fighting took place while the enemy 
tried desperately to cut off the Allied troops 
fiom the only base left to them. Some troops 
marched thirty-five miles in twenty-four 
hours. British brigades on the flanks stood 
firm in spite of the enormously expanded 
frontage which they had now to defend. At 
one time the B.E.F. of nine divisions was 
holding a front of eighty miles. 

“They held it, and they fought together. 
On the west, British troops defended the 
narrowing gap to the sea. Day after day the 
battle continued. At the end of it they had 
fought, themselves to a standstill, but they 
held their ground, and by doing so they 
enabled the remainder of the Expeditionary 
Force to get clear. On the east, corps 
artillery coming into action against the 
enemy massing for attack, inflicated such 
heavy casualties that the attack never 
developed.

Gunner Desmond Gregg, of Wandsworth 
road, Belfast, one of the first of that city’s 
soldiers to reach home from Dunkirk, gives 
a | story of his experiences in the 
withdrawal. His unit was engaged in 
strengthening the defences at Arras when 
the order to retire was received. The journe 
to the coast was along roads crowded with 
refugees, constantly bombed and machine- 

unned by German airmen. The dead were 
eft on the roadside. The wounded hobbled 
on as long as they could walk. Many of 
the refugees, finding their way barred b 
Germans, turned back to the homes they ha 
left, or wandered aimlessly in any direction 
which promised to lead them out of the 
fighting zone | 

Arriving at Dunkirk, Gunner Gregg and 
his unit were directed to a beach, where 
they lay for two days awaiting their turn for 
embarkation, thousands. of troops having 
been taken off meanwhile. : 

German ‘planes came over in large 
numbers, but smoke from burning hotels and 
other buildings served as a screen. A few 
men, however, were struck by splinters, but, 
on the whole they were very lucky. For 
some time the Royal Air Force fighters kept 
the sky clear of Germans, but when he em- 
barked they were again bombed. A naval 

unner brought down one of the German 

lanes with his second shot, however, and 
the other bombers decided to “ lay off.”’

GALWAY, Sunday. 
A IER a series of delays, due to 


the large amount of water that 
had to be taken on board, the Presi- 
dent Roosevelt left Galway at seven 
o clock to-night. Some cf the pas- 
sengers had heen in the ship since 
noon on Saturday, ard all of them for 
at least eighteen hours. 

Salthill beach was crowded to-day 
with people who had come to see the 
line; lying in the bay. 

Our reporter made a trip to the vessel in 
a motor boat this afternoon, and, while he 
was not able to board her, he observed that 
all the passengers on deck were either carry- 
ing or wearing life-saving jackets. Appa- 
rently about twice the 0 complement of 
lifeboats was being carried. 

United States Consular officials gave 
orders ;that the passenger list should not be 
available to the Press at present, and. an 
Irish Times reporter, who was seen to be 
in possession of the list, was ordered to 
surrender it. 

Yesterday afternoon a Dublin bound train 
was stopped at Ballinasloe, and a ten-year- 
old boy, with an American father, and a 
British passport, was hurried back to Gal- 
way, so that he might sail from Europe in 
the President Roosevelt. The boy, Peter 
Duffy, was only one of the eighty persons 
who had been told during the day that they 
could not travel in the liner, but his philo- 
sophic acceptance of the news, and the fact 
that he did not wait for a sequel to the 
frantic telephoning that. took place between 
Galway, New York and Washington were in 
contrast with the behaviour of the remaining 
seventy-nine. 


A DIFFICULTY OVERCOME 


When the first batch of passengers was 
boarding the tender on Saturday morning it 
was at.nounced that the United States Lines 
had decided not to carry the people who 
were booked to sleep in cots between decks. 
Indignation followed, and women were in 
tears. Wives declared that they would not 
sail unless their husbands sailed too. 
Embassy officials took the matter up with 
the United States Government, and early in 
the afternoon it was agreed to accommodate 
the ‘tween-decks passengers in other parts 
of the ship. One difficulty, however, re- 
mained. There were a few women and chil- 
cren with British passports, and they had 
been told that they might not travel, but 
whin it was found that only 725 persons 
were to sail, instead of the eight or nine 
hundred expected, it was agreed to carry 
the British passport bearers, and the station- 
master at Ballinasloe was instructed to stop 
the train carrying Peter Duffy. 

By midnight the last of the passengers were 
boarding the tender. Denis Johnston, on the 
dockside, was broadcasting a description of 
the scene to the United States. Hotel guests 
who had. been sleeping three and four in a 
room regained nocturnal privacy. 


SOME COLOUR CONTRASTS 


The colourful mingling of simplicity and 
sophistication in the streets of Galway yester- 
day recalled illustrations advertising cruise 
trips to foreign ports. . The red petticoats of 
Connemara peasant women and the white 
bawneens of the men were patches of rare 
homeliness against ensembles from the 
smartest dress shops in European capitals and 
slick American suitings. 

In hotels like the Great Southern one 
moved completely from a European atmo- 
sphere to an American. Here were the types 
of the motion  sageortaegaage that looked 
as beautiful and as young as their daughters, 
worried-looking fathers, diplomatic Attachés 
in uniforms, tain that rolled about, the 
carpets with indifference to what any might, 
think about it. The place was lonely when 
they left. 


A LITTLE INVALID 


One passenger — twelve-year-old Bobbie 
Groves, of Chicago—went straight from his 
bed in a Galway hotel to the ship’s hospital. 
He arrived in Ireland with a bad bronchial 
cold, developed a high temperature, and has 
been under the doctor’s care since. 

At the Customs examination a rifle and two 
revolvers were declared. The owners had 
British licences. The firearms were given into 
the custody of the liner’s captain. 

The President Sam still lay in the bay 
ier 


this afternoon, victualling arrange- 
ments being completed. On her sides 
two huge United States flags are 


painted, and her name and nationality are 
painted in letters so large that they can be 
read with the naked eye at a distance of two 
miles. Many of her passengers are children, 
most of whom have never seen America. 
Several youngsters are unaccompanied; some 
have American mothers and British fathers. 

A great variety of pets accompanied the 
passengers, among them dogs of every size 
and shape, and at least two kittens. 

Alshort Orcutt, whose bicycle was not 
regarded as a fair exchange for the requisite 

5 passage money, has been taken on the 
purser’s staff. His last word as the tender 
started was ‘‘ Tanks.” 

While figures like 18,000 eggs and. half 
a ton of butter sound impressive, the liner 
actually took on much less food than had

[ NDICATIONS in Italy last night

TWO REASONS FOR WAR 


“Just, as yesterday oud soldiers followed the 
call to the armies calmly and with forti- 
tude, so to-day and to-morrow they will be 
ready to fight at the order of the Duce.”’ 

There were two reasons why Italy had to 
take part in the war. Morally it was not 
possible for a great nation to stay out of a 
conflict which was deciding the fate of a 
Continent. If they did not intervene in 
time they would no longer be a great nation, 
and they and their sons would have to bear 
the consequences, 

Politically they had to secure complete in- 
dependence and justice in the Mediterranaan 
and the Colonial realm. 

“That, independence will not fall into our 


hands like a ripe apple,’’ he added. 
AMERICAN OPINION 


This broadcast underlined the resolution 
passed by the National Council of the 
Fascist Party on Saturday, in which an 
appeal was made to Mussolini to make Italy 
independent at sea. 

In well-informed circles in Washington it 
is not thought that the Duce will carry out 
an immediate aggression. It is expected 
that a German-Italian peace move, backed 
by an ultimatum that Italy will enter the 
war unless it is accepted, will follow at the 
end of the battle in Flanders in a few days’ 
time. This approach would be made by 
Mussolini on behalf of Germany and Italy. 

These quarters think that the Duce’s own 
demands will be incorporated in the pro- 
posals, which would be tantamount to 
acknowledgment of Allied defeat. 


ALLIES WILL REFUSE 


Washington does not think the Allies 
would accept, but is convinced that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's efforts to speed up aviation 
production have brought Mussolini and Hit- 
ler to the conclusion that if the Allies are 
tn be beaten it must be done this summer. 

Meanwhile, all trains from Rome to the 
frontier are filled with those foreigners who 
are able to leave the country — British, 
Freach and Americans predominating.— 
Press Association War Special.

WILLING TO MEET 


LEGITIMATE CLAIMS 


Great Britain now finds herself in the 
unusual and unwelcome situation of having 
to contemplate the possibility of hostile action 
on the part of Italy, writes a Press 
Association Diplomatic Correspondent.

If the Italian Government should now 
decide to choose the path of war, the respon-

SMALL NATIONS’ RIGHTS 


I have several times recently told you, said 
Mr. de Valera, that the nation was in danger 
—not a remote danger, but an immediate, 
imminent danger against which we may have 
only days, not weeks or months, to prepare. 
Since the beginning of this war the chief aim 
of Government policy has been to save our 
people from its horrors and the nation from 
its consequences. We have striven to be 
neutral not only in act, but in word and 
expression. It would be fatal, however, were 
we to believe that our will to be neutral will 
save us. It is imperative that we be realists 
in this matter, and recognise that when great 
Powers are locked in mortal combat the 
rights of small nations are as naught to them: 
the only thing that counts is how one may 
secure an advantage over the other, and if 
the violation of our territory promises such 
an advantage, then our territory will be 
violated, our country will be made a cockpit, 
our homes will be levelled and our people 
slaughtered. 

There is but one way in which we can hope 
to save ourselves—by making it an obvious 
disadvantage rather than an advantage for an 
aggressor to come here; by organising and 
equipping ourselves to resist to the utmost 
any attempt he may make to come; above 
all being united in spirit and will, pledged 
one to apother, as when a generation back 
we resisted conscription, determined to die 
rather than permit our nation’s mghts to te 
taken from us. Internal division would be 
our greatest danger; for assuredly in this 
hour if we do not in our several sections hang 
together we shall, indeed, hang separately. 


THE GREATEST PERIL 


At this moment the existence of partition 
will be our greatest peril. I hope it will not 
rove the undoing of all of us—Unionists and 
{ationalists alike. Were it even now possible 
to remove it. the strength of our people would 
be many times increased. We must not, 
however, let the existence of that obstacle to 
complete national unity divide us down here. 
The time is much too serious to tolerate any 
divisions that can be overcome. Under the 
elected legitimate Government here we can 
have unity and @iscipline, and no one must be 
permitted to break them on any pretext what- 
ever. Dail Eireann has set an example for 
all to follow. Nia: 

Having secured unity and discipline, we 
must make ready to utilise all our resources, 
Our principal resource is the man power that 
has been trained: or can be trained to the 
use of arms. First of all we have the regular 
Army and its reserves, including the First 
Line Volunteers. The Volunteers were estab- 
lished six years ago, just to meet such a 
day as this. Next we have the men who 
though not now in the State Forces were at 
one time trained as soldiers. We want these 
to offer their services at once.. 


EVERY MAN COUNTS 


Next we want the young men who are fit 
to be trained. The Minister for Defence last 
night indicated his requirements. The adver- 
tisements issued to-day giv, the terms and 
conditions of service. I hope we shall have 
thousands of those to whom he appealed 
registering at the Garda Stations to-morrow 
and during the coming week, In addition to 
the armed forces we want another force, 
namely, the Local Security Force. We want 
men, young and old, who are prepared to 
give a portion of their time for observation, 
patrol and ' intelligence work in their own 
locality also to enrol. Each man can help 
in the national effort—and every man counts. 

I have received letters from the executives 
of several organisations offering their aid. 
These patriotic offers are most heartening and 
we deeply appreciate them. The best way, 
however for these organisations to help at 
the moment is for their members to enrol for 
service either with the armed forces or with 
the Local Security Force. 


NATION’S DANGER 


TI close as I began. Our nation is in danger. 
We can save it only by organising to defend 
it. Were we to behave cravenly now and 
weakly to permit the liberties that have been 
so bravely won to be taken from us we shall 
deserve the contempt and the odium of the 
generations we shall have sold into servitude. 

If, on the other hand, as a people we face 
this crisis as men of mettle will face 
it, not only shall we come through it most 
securely, but it may in fact prove a boon to 
us, welding us all more closely together, 
making us more self-reliant, more hard-work- 
ing, more disciplined, and, fitting us for the 
great role we may have to play later in a 
war-devastated world.

WITHOUT REST 


“This retreat, accomplished by troops 
pressed upon from all sides, deprived of all 
rest for 20 days, and suddenly left uncovered 
on their left by the surrender of King 
Leopold, will remain a heroic example of 
tenacity in the history of the French and 
British Armies. 

“Thanks to the courage and implacable 
energy of the troops of the North, the 
territorial successes attained by the enemy 
have been set off by immense losses of human 
life and material.

Among the many dramatie episodes of the 
campaign in the north of France, the spokes- 
man said that this brilliant exploit, worthy 
of the most heroic examples of siege warfare, 
was one of the most outstanding. 

After having defended the town and port, 
the Allied detachment, composed mainly of 
British troops, withdrew step by step behind 
the old walls, and is holding off German 
forces very considerably larger. 

The little garrison is being provisioned by 
parachute and supported by the Air Force. 


LONG RANGE GUNS 


In the Dunkirk area the embarkation of 
troops was still being actively carried out at 
normal speed, despite new difficulties. 

During the past twenty-four hours the 
enemy has brought up heavy long-range 
artillery all round Dunkirk to cover the ports 
ani beaches to the south-west and north-west 
of the town. 

The extent of the beaches makes it possible 
to disperse over a wide area the detachments 
to be embarked. As well as heavy artillery, 
which is firing uninterruptedly, the Germans 
have launched further violent and successive 
air bombardments. Allied ‘planes have 
replied by mass attacks, inflicting serious 
losses not only on German bombers, but also 
on land forces. 

The Allied machines are attacking German 
shock columns, and also the heavy batteries 
which are firing on the town, and have caused 
great ravages among the masses of German 
troops, estimated at some fifteen divisions, 
which ure packed into the district around the 
fortified area of Dunkirk. 

The Germans are also suffering losses at the 

hands of the Allied troops defending the out- 
skirts and those continuing to resist with the 
utmost vigour at points to the. south-west of 
Dunkirk. 
' In authoritative French military circles the 
greatest admiration is expressed for the 
energy and spirit of sacrifice of these troops, 
which were continually throwing back new 
big German onslaughts. 


IN FLOOD WATERS 


German -infantrymen are trying to make 
headway in spite of the flood. It is a terrible 
Every man who falls 
dead or wounded immediately disappears 
under the surface of the mud and water. 

The rest of the front is relatively calm, 
with here and there German artillery fire and 
somé big raids, which have led to no result 
for the enemy. It is now possible to trace 
approximately the lines of contact. 

From the Channel coast this zone of contact 
fcilows the course of the Somme. Along its 
lower reaches from Amiens to the estuary 
the French hold certain bridgeheads on the 
nomhern bank. In the neighbourhood of 
Amiens the Germans have retained a small 
pocket on the south bank. 

The Upper Somme is securely held by the 
French as far as Peronne and Ham. Along 
this region of the Upper Somme the Germans 
vesterday attempted several big raids without 
result. 

Between the Somme and the Oise the 
respeciive positions follow the Crozat Canal. 
The firing line follows the Upper Oise for a 
few miles only. French troops occupy the 
south bank of the Oise-Aisne Canal, which 
leaves the Oise at Tehauny and reaches the 
Aisne below Failly. 

French troops are securely holding all the 
course of the Aisne from Vailly to Attigny, 
through Neufchatel, Chateau-Porcien and 
Rethel, where the Germans, during the past 
week, have carried out unsuccessful attacks.. 

The contact zone then crosses the Upper 


Argonne to the Meuse as far as the Chiers, 


the Germans having a kind of bridgehead 
round Sedan. In this region between the 
Aisne and the Chiers the Germans yester- 
day launched several bombardments of heavy 
artillery without following them up with any 
infantry or tank attack. 


MAGINOT LINE ATTACK 


Finally comes the Maginot Line, absolutely 
intact along all its length from Montmedy 
to the Swiss frontier. Yesterday the Ger- 
mans attacked certain works with heavy artil- 
lery, but here, too, this activity was not 
followed by any attack. 

The new period of strategical waiting has 
now been reached, Both sides are regroup- 
ing their forces. “he activity of reconnais- 
sance ’planes seems to indicate that the two 
commands are paying particular attention to 
the movements of the adversary in his back 
areas, and also well inside enemy territory. 

It is regarded as certain in Paris that the 
German command is faced with great mili- 
tary difficulties on its own account. Besides 
the extremely heavy loss of life received in 
the campaign in Holland, Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg and Northern France, it seems that 
the material of the famous ‘‘ Panzer”’ divi- 
sions, Germany’s heavily armoured shock 
columns, has suffered greatly. Overhaul is 
expected to take at least a week. 


NEW OFFENSIVE 


Germany is likely to launch an offensive on 
the Rheims-Verdun front before turning her 
attention to England, oe to a Danish 
newspaper correspondent in Berlin, quoted by 
the German controlled Copenhagen radio.

BOMBED 


Heavy eet in 
Rhone Valley 


BRITISH SHIP SET 
ON FIRE

[N a week-end of raids on important 
‘ industrial centres in the Rhone 
Valley and South-East France, the 
Germans are stated to have killed 
forty-six’ people and injured over a 


hundred. 

This news is contained in a message from 
América, quoting a Paris dispatch to the

FIFTY-SIX REPORTED DEAD 


An Associated Press Paris telegram says :— 
The charge that bombing raids on Marseilles 
and other parts of South-Eastern France are 
intended to show Italy that Germany can 
support any action she might take against 
France was advanced yesterday by the semi- 
official Telefrance Agency. 

Several persons aboard a British vessel 
were reported to have been killed or wounded 
when the harbour of Marseilles was bombed. 
The ship was set on fire. 

Fifteen civilians were said to have been 
wounded in the raid in which four bombs 
were dropped. 

It was reported that at least fifty-six 
persons had been killed and 100 injured in 
Saturday’s Rhone Valley raids. : 

It was reported in Berne that German 
bombers caused heavy damage when they 
raided Lyons and other towns in the French 
industrial region of the Rhone Valley. The 
number of ‘planes involved could not be de- 
termined, but the formations were described 
as “air Armadas.” 


THE MAIN ATTACK 


The raids began shortly after noon on 
Saturday, states a P.A. War Special telegram. 
Lyons had four warnings that day ; there were 
three at St. Etienne, the big manufacturing 
city in Central France, and there was one 
each at Toulon, Marseilles, Rouen and near 
Paris. The main attack was delivered down 
the Rhone Valley from aerodromes in Ger- 
many, near the Swiss frontier. The raiders 
were met with heavy French anti-aircraft 
fire both going and returning, and though it 
is not clear how many took part reports from 
Switzerland speak of forty to fifty, while a 
French air communiqué stated that “ a strong 
force of German bombers, making for the 
Rhone region, was attacked by our fighters.’ 

It was announced in Paris to-day that they 
brought down four or five of the raiders, In 
addition three German bombers were brought 
down by Swiss action on Saturday and to-day 
during what are officially described as ‘‘ grave 
violation of Swiss territory.” All three came 
down in flames, one falling on French soil. 

There were more raid warnings in the 
Rhone Valley and South-East France this 
morning, and anti-aircraft guns again came 
into action. 


POSSIBLE OBJECTIVES 


All French military quarters will indicate 
regarding the possible objectives of the raids 
and the districts attacked is to state, in 
general terms, that the Marseilles region was 
included, ‘and that the number of enemy air- 
craft employed was ‘‘ relatively important.” 

Ever since May 10 German aircraft have 
been carrying out operations in the im- 
mediate zone of the fighting and in the rear 
of the Armies, but. sare, Bus it is stated, 
there were several German reconnaissatice 
flights deep into French territory, and, in 
addition important bombing ‘attacks were 
carried out against a certain number of 
military objectives in the south-eastern region, 
The deep German reconnaissance flights par- 
ticularly concerned the railways. 

There is no doubt, it is stated in authorised 
quarters, that the German High Command in 
this fresh period of mutual strategical waiting 
—which moreover may be very brief—is 
seeking to gather information as to the 
transport of French troops by rail. 


GERMAN CLAIM 


To-day’s communiqué of the German High 
Command contained this reference to the 
raids :— 

“ For the first time Air Force detachments 
attacked the Port of Marseilles, where they 
set fire with bombs to two large merchant- 
men. The railway line from Lyons to Mar 
seilles was damaged by bombs at several 
points.”’ 


PARIS VERSION 


It was indicated in authoritative circles in 
Paris last night that the Germans made two 
successive attempts to raid South-Eastern 
France on Saturday—one in the morning and 
the other in the evening, states a P.A. War 
Special Telegram. 

The ‘planes, which attacked in the region 
of Marseilles, had descended the valley of 
the Rhone, then made a half-circle over the 
sea, with the idea of giving the impression 
that they came from the sea and so causing 
confusion. 

In yesterduy’s raid over the region the 
enemy ‘planes attacked substantially at the 
same points as on Saturday, it was indicated.

RAILWAY STATION 


SCENES 
——— 


OMEN and children crowded station 
W platforms in outer London yesterday 
to give a rousing welcome to British 
and French troops back from the Flanders 
battlefields as their trains steamed through 
the stations. Children clamoured at the 
counters.of sweetshops near one station buy- 
ing 2d. packets of chocolate, But not to eat 
themselves. If the trains ran slowly enough 
the chocolate and sweets were pushed into 
the outstretched hands of men, who not many 
hours before had been ‘in the thick of the 
fighting and later lay buried in sand up to 
their necks on shell-wrecked beaches waiting 
their turn to be brought home. 

Cheering crowds also gathered in streets 
near the railway lines to pay their tribute 
to the tired, but cheerful, fighting men. 
Large flags hung from the windows over- 
looking one station. 

The stream of troops. evacuated from Dun- 
kirk had continued at full flow throughout 
the night. The work of embarkation went 
on unceasingly with the same heroic uncon- 
cern, although the intensity of the German 
shell fire on the beaches had increased, 


EXHAUSTED 


As soon as they were relieved, after days 
and nights of continuous service under con- 
stant bombardment from ‘air and land, the 
naval men dropped exhausted on landing and 
slept on the street pavements, while many 
of the troops were ready to fall asleep the 
moment.they entered the trains transporting 
them inland: Several companies of a French 
regiment marched off the landing quay with 
military precision, their colonel at their head. 

Ravenotsly hungry though they were, 
many of the French officers and men refused 
at first to accept the sandwiches offered them 
until they had been assured there was no 
food shortage in England. The sound of 
heavy firing across the water could still be 
heard on the south-east coast. 


DRAMATIC SCENES 


For hours yesterday some of the strangest 
and most dramatic scenes imaginable were 
witnessed at the.station of a south-east port. 
British and French soldiers, snatched from 
the -stricken beaches of Dumkirk, unshaven, 
grimy, tottering with om and carrying 
what equipment they had been able to save, 
passed in a steady stream to the platform 
entrances. 

At the same time there moved through the 
same entrances young boys and girls, with 
eyes alight with excitement, each carrying a 
naat rucksack, gas mask and small suitcase. 
They were children being evacuated to a 
place of greater safety than a port so near 
the field of battle. 

As the trains, loaded with children, pulled 
out of the station the youngsters cheered 
ani waved and flung kisses to the soldiers, 
who raised weary arms in a gesture of 
greeting and farewell. 


HEROES—MAN AND BOY 


Boatmen, who braved the German on- 
slaught to ferry troops from the beach at 
Dunkirx included a man of 69 and a boy of 
15. The man was Charlie Knight, one of 
wine lifeboat men who volunteered to go 
over in a motor boat towing eight wherries. 
They were away for three nights wherrying, 
amid air and land bombardment, troops to 
the ships in deeper waters. 

The boy was Joseph Read, who insisted 
om accompanying his father in a motor boat, 
to perform similar work. 

After being without food or rest for over 
fifty hours the boatmen returned to port. H. 
Knight, coxswain, said :—‘‘ Explosions 
occurred all round us, and the motor boat 
was nearly blown out of the water time and 
again. he small boats were loaded to the 
thwarts, and-the troops baled out with their 
steel helmets. 


_ BRIGADIER’S TRIBUTE 


At 5 a.m. yesterday a British Infantry 
Brigade was embarked from the beach north 
of Dunkirk. It had been in the midst of 
| the fighting in Flanders from start to finish; 
for it was among the troops which led the 
advance into Belgium, and it fought in the 
rearguard from the furthest front reached 
by the B.E.F. to the gates of Dunkir«. 
“My men,” said the _ Brigadier, on 
stepping ashore in England, ‘‘never once 
gave way. They beat. back every German 
attack, and every time they retreated it was 
when ordered, and only as far as ordered.” 

On ona day the Brigade marched over 
toriy miles. 


LAUNCH OF NEW U.S. 
BATTLESHIP 


FIRST BUILT SINCE 1921 


WASHINGTON, Saturday, 


The United States ship Washington, the 
first battleship built in the United States 
since 1921, was launched to-day. 

With a displacement of 35,000 tons, the 
Washington was laid down in 1938 as part 
of the 1936 building programme. 

“ An adequate navy, capable of meeting 
and defeating an enemy navy at sea, is the 
only sure way to bring a war to a close,’ 
declared Senator Walsh, Chairman of the 
Senate Naval Committee, at the launching 
ceremony. , 

The American people are determined at all 
costs to prepare for any eventuality that may 
follow the European War. 

Extraordinary precautions were. taken to 
prevent unauthorised persons witnessing the 
ceremony or taking photographs. 

The Washington, estimated to cost 
£16,0000,000, is designed to carry nine 16-inch 
guns and four aircraft. 

Another battleship being built under the 
United States anal rearmament programme 
will be Jaunched: this month, Six others are 
under construction.

FIGHTERS MAKE A 
NEW RECORD. _

SEVENTY -EIGHT German bombers 
and fighters were destroyed or 
severely damaged over the Dunkirk 
beaches between dawn and seven 
o clock on Saturday, states a British 
Air Ministry bulletin. This sets a 


new day s record for British fighter 
pilots. 

_ Sixteen British aircraft are miss- 
ing. 


Squadron after squadron of Hurri- 
canes and Spitfhres flew high above 
the French fens all day, guarding the 
convoys which were bringing the 
B.E.F. rearguard home. 


ATTACKS ON SHIPS 


Huge formations of German bombers, 
escorted by fighters, came out and attempted 
to sink the craft of all kinds, which were 
thick on the sea, but the fighters attacked 
and drove them off, most of the bombs 
falling into the sea. 

Many Junkers, Heinkels, Dorniers and 
Messerschmitts soon crashed into the sea after 
their bombs. Thirty-two fighters were cer- 
tainly destroyed. 

One of the British Hurricane pilots, dis- 
abled in combat with a Messerschmitt, had 
to land on the beach. Carrying his parachute, 
he walked fifteen miles to Dunkirk, got a 
lift home to Folkestone in a paddle steamer, 
rejoined his squadron, and was out on patrol 
again the next day. 


SPITFIRES’ DAY OUT 


The’ best bag on Saturday went to a 
Spitfire squadron, which destroyed twelve 
German bombers and fighters in one short 
action. Later in the day this squadron went 
up again and shot down another six. 

It was a bad day for the Messerschmitts. 
Two of the British fighter squadrons alone 
accounted for twenty-three of them. 


-OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT 


The British Air Ministry announces :— 

Yesterday (Saturday) medium bombers of 
the R.A.F. continued operations in support 
of the rearguard action of the Allied Armies 
in Flanders. Repeated attacks were made on 
the enemy’s lines of communications, on 
roads and bridges, also on ammunition dumps 
and troops. uring the night these opera- 
tions were continued by heavy bombers of 
the R.A.F. 

Other formations of heavy bombers attacked 
military objectives in Germany. The mar- 
shalling yards at Hamm and Osnabruck were 
hit; at Rheine a column of motor transport 
was blown up; a bridge in the same town was 
severely damaged. All these operations were 
carried out without loss.

FIGHTS OVER DUNKIRK 


Three American-built Hudson aircraft of 
the Coast Command, while engaged in opera- 
tions over Dunkirk on Saturday afternoon, 
attacked a formation of forty enemy 
bombers. Three were shot down, two dived 
away out of control, and two others were 
damaged. The Hudsons were unharmed and 
continued their patrol. 

At dusk other Hudson aircraft carried out 
a successful attack on Bergen. The wireless 
station was attacked, oil tanks were set on 
fire, and supply vessels in the harbour were 
bombed and machine-gunned. 

Another aircraft of the Coastal Command 
attacked a formation of four Heinkel 
bombers and shot one down. 

Two Coastal Command aircraft 
failed to return from patrol. 


ONE TAKES ON EIGHT 


The pilot of one of the Hudsons, a South 
African, whose brother was shot down in 
France a few days ago, took on eight 
Junkers.. He got two, one crashed into the 
smoking ruins of the Dunkirk oil tanks, the 
other fell in pieces into the sea. The 
Heinkels tried to bomb the Hudsons, but 
without success. 

When the sky was clear again the Hudsons 
continued their patrol. Soon the Flight 
Leader saw two drifting lifeboats full of 
troops. While one Hudson kept watch the 
others flew away and signalled to two tugs, 
which went to the rescue. Before they 
arrived the Hudson pilot left on guard saw 
eight German bombers come out of the cloud 
and get into position to bomb the lifeboats. 
He climbed and flew straight at the 
Germans, and succeeded in driving them off. 

This flight of Hudsons already had five 
Dorniers and one Messerschmitt to its

AN UNARMED PILOT

HOW PARACHUTISTS 
WORK 


AN OFFICER’S ACCOUNT 


- 


The German parachute troops are all young 
infantrymen who have been trained in secret 
for special operations far beyond the nonnal 
infantry practice, says the Associated Press 
Berlin Correspondent. They trained and 
practised in isolated districts of Eastern 
Germany during the months leading up to 
the invasion of the Low Countries. 

An Air Force officer gave the Associated 
Press details of how they work. 

‘Ten or fifteen men spring from the ’plane 
at intervals,’’ he said. ‘‘ They land in quiet 
areas behind the lines. They certainly would 
not land in the centre of a fort or close under 
armoured turrets. 

‘* Besides, parachutists land slowly. After 
the-opening of the parachute they drop at an 
average rate of twelve feet a second. . 
customary height for jumping off is 5,000 
feet, so they need four minutes ten seconds 
in which to land.” 

Half a dozen pemmican sausages, such as 
the American Indians carried, are among the 
limited rations each parachutist carries. 
Other rations include soya beans, cranberries, 
dried fruit, several bars of chocolate, lemon 
drops,- and two or four tins of prepared 
conserves of meat and vegetables. Each man 
carries a box of anti-fatigue tablets, with 
vitamin C pills, and a bag of powdered acid 
of wine, which quenches thirst when dissolved 
in. water. . He is provisioned to sustain him- 
self for eight days, and he carries a special 
short-barrelled gun.

appeal to all the belligerents to 
respect the laws of humanity and 
international rules in their conduct 


of the war. | 
He was replying to the congratulations of 
the Sacred College of Cardinals on the occa. 
sion of the feast of Saint Eugne, his patron 
saint. ; 

The Pope expressed his sorrow at seeing 
that the treatment of non-combatants in more 
than one region was far from conforming with 
the laws of humanity. 


THE DEMON OF HATE 


“ No people is immune from seeing some 
of its sons giving way to passions and 
sacrificing to the demon of hate,” he declared, 

He urged that all territories under foreign 
domination should be treated according to the 
laws of humanity and equity, and that the 
occupying power should treat the populations 
as it would wish its own nationals to be 
treated. The Pope mentioned in this con. 
nection respect of life and property, the 
family, religion, and liberty of language and 
education. The Pope expressed his paternal 
love for the sons and daughters of German 
countries, as well as of the Allied lands, 


SPREAD OF THE WAR 


“ In its ninth month,” the Pope continue: 
“the war, more impetuous and more 
exterminating, is spreading to peoples foreign 
to the conflict. We recall those anxious 
weeks of fears and hopes, during which we 
endeavoured to persuade rulers to refrain from 
violence in favour of a just and peaceful 
solution. 

_** Now the war has attained the height of 
its intensity, and the ruins are rising in 
gigantic proportions, but they cannot be com. 
pared with the collapse of the spiritual and 
moral heritage. 

“ What more terrifying sign of the destruc- 
tion of spiritual values than the increasing 
disregard of rights by force that crushes and 
enchains and _ suffocates the ethical and 
juridical impulses. 

““ There is no clearer proof of this, perhaps, 
than the fact that the countries and people, 
who, by tradition, were attached to peace 
more than any other, have been dragged into 
the hurricane.’’ 


PIOUS REMEMBRANCES 


In one passage the Pope said :— 

‘*Desirous of at any rate shortening the 
consequences of the war, we put our paternal 
love at the disposal of all our sons and 
daughters, as much the German populations, 
always dear, as the populations of the Allied 
States, to whom we are agreeably attached 
by pious remembrances, and without forget- 
ting the dear Polish nation, so tried, for 
whom we have a particular esteem.”’
